I'he  pine,  as  well  as  the  yiV-tree,  af¬ 
fords  a  rdinous  juice,  although  of  a  dif¬ 
ferent  nature  in  itfelf^,  and  muft  be  ga- 
thereil  after  a  diluent  manner.  This 
juice  is  neither  c^p^ded  in  rei'ervoirs  in 
the  body  of  the  tree,  like  the  larix  ;  nor 
in  cavities  in  the  bark,  like  the  fir  ;  nor 
does  it  ooze  out  only  between  the  bark 
and  the  wood,  as  in  the  fpruce ;  but  it 
is  difperfed  through  the  whole  body  of 
the  wood,  and  flows  forth  from  any  frcih 
wound  that  may  be  made  in  the  b^y  of 
the  tree  in  a  femi-fluid  (late,  which  it  in 
Tome  meafure  lofes  when  expoied  to  the 
air,  becoming  gradually  of  a  thicker  and 
more  folid  conliftence.  This  being  the 
cafe,  the  mod  proper  method  of  colled- 
iog  the  relin  is  as  follows. 

About  the  month  of  May,  w^hen  the 
fap  begins  to  flow  in  abundance,  they 
make  choice  of  a  proper  tree,  and,  having 
firft  taken  ofi^  a  piece  of  the  outer  bark  a- 
bi>ut  a  fr>ot  iquare  near  *thc  root,  they 
then  cut  off,  ^vith  a  verv  (harp  iuiliU-

ment,  about  four  inches  fquare  of  the  in¬ 
ner  bark ;  piercing  through  it  a  little  way, 
fo  as  to  take  off  with  it  a  thin  paring  of 
the  wood.  As  foon  as  it  is  made,  the 
relinous  juice  immediately  ‘  begins  to 
ooze  out  through  the  pores  of  the  wound, 
and  drops  down,  in  the  conliftence  of  a  * 
thickiih  baUam,  from  the  under  part  of  it, 
into  proper  vefi'eis  pl^ed  below  to  re¬ 
ceive  it ;  but,  as  the  edges  of  the  wound 
(hrivcl  up,  and  the  ixires  arc  qwckly  con¬ 
tracted  when  expoied  to  the  air,  ib  as  to 
prevent  it  from  flowing  out  with  cafe,  it 
is  neceffary  to  retirfh  thefe  wounds  once 
every  ten  or  twelve  days,  by  cutting  a 
thin  (lip  of  the  wood  and  bark  from  the 
two  fidcs  and  top  of  the  wound,  and  like- 
wife  a  very  thin  paring  of  wood  from  the 
whole  inner  furface  thereof,  which  allows 
the  juice  to  flow  afreih  as  well  as  at  the 
beginning.  By  repeating  this  operation 
from  time  to  time,  during  the  fummer* 
months,  the  hole  becomes  larger  and'

-ye.ar,  and,  if  properly  managed,  may  con¬ 
tinue  to  do  fo  for  fifteen  or  twenty  years: 
nor  is  it  found  that  the  wood  of  th.e  tree 
is  rendered  w’orfe  for  having  the  refin 
extracted  from  it,  fo  that  it  may  be  then 
cut  dov.n,  and  employed  for  the  fame 
purpofes  as  if  it  had  remained  untouched. 

It  is  trom  tlic  jiinc  ^dy  thrat  tar  is  ex- 
trai^ed ;  and  the  famlfcind  of  tree  which 
afibrds  the  rctin,  by  a  difierent  procefs, 
afTords  this  vileid,  oily,  empyreumatic 
liibfl.ancc,  of  fiich  extcnlive  ufe  in  many 
ails  and  manufnetun  s ;  hut  although  the 
lame  trees  afford  bi  th  tluTe  fiibftances, 
yet  it  is  found  by  eNptricnce,  that  fuch 
as  have  griiwn  ujxm  a  dry,  warm  foil, 
and  have  a  firm  rcddiffi  wood,  afibrd  the 
grer.tcft  proportion  of  tar;  whereas, 
thofe  which  grow  upon  a  rich  foil,  and 
have  a  foft  fpungy  wood,  yield  the  great- 
eft  quantity  of  relin :  therefore,  a  dry 
baiTcn  foi!  will  be  moft  proper  in  general 
tor  the  manufacture  of  tar ;  whereas, 
one  ot  a  richer  nature  w  ill  afford  a  greater 
quantity  of  refin :  but  tliefc  tw’o  manu¬ 
factures  ought  ever  to  go  hand  in  hand, 
and  on  no  account  be  feparated  from  one 
-  aiK.ther,  for  many  obvious  rcafons. 


Either  of  thefc  kinds  of  wood  afford  a 
{rood  charcoal,  and,  as  it  inuft  l>e  burnt 
before  either  the  tir  or  charcoal  can  be 
inoduced,  they  are  often  bolli  obtained 
by  the  fame  operation;  but,  according 
as  the  one  or  tlie  other  is  the  principal 
object  alleniied  to,  the  operation  muft  be 
a  little  v.aried.  If  our  lituation  is  fuch 
as  to  make  tlie  tar  the  principal  objeit  of 
tnir  concern,  then  it  is  proper  to  fplitthe 
tree,  cutting  away  the  outer  \vhitc  wood, 
and  only  taking  the  parts  which  are  red, 
and  full  of  a  fatty  relinous  juice,  particu- 
1  irly  the  knots  and  excrclcences  where 
branches  have  been  cut  oil’;  aiul  if  the 
inaimractiKe  of  reiin  is  carried  on  at  tlie 
fame  place,  tlic  then  lamin.e,  cut  olf  to 
lefrelli  tiie  wounds,  ought  to  be  careful¬ 
ly  prefei  ved,  as  they  afford  a  great  pro¬ 
portion  of  tar.  All  Ihefe  pieces  being 
properly  confumed,  yield  a  very  large 
proportion  of  tar  of  the  very  bed  quality, 
uhially  yielding  one-fourth  of  the  weight 
of  the  whole  wooil  put  into  the  furnace ; 
but  if  the  cliarcoal  becomes  an  olijedt  of 
coiilideration,  then  all  the  parts  of  the 
trunk  are  employed  imliicriinlp.ately,  as 
well  as  the  branches ;  and  even  the  roots 
are  employed  for  this  purpofe,  as  they 
are  found  to  yield  it  in  conlidcrable  quan¬ 
tities,  efpecially  of  fucli  trees  as  have  pre- 
vioiiOy  afforded  rclin ;  as  the  workmen 
in  Prozencr  always  imagine  that  thefc 
yield  a  larger  proportion  than  thofe  of  o- 
ther  trees. 

In  all  cafes,  it  is  cfTentially  neceilary 
for  this  operation  to  have  the  w'lxxi  about 
half  dried ;  therefore  the  workmen  con¬ 
tinue  to  fell  the  trees  the  whole  year 
round, in  proportion  as  they  need  them; 
and  w'hen  they  ag^f  a  proper  degree  of 
drynefs,  they  ai^Wrought  to  the  places 
where  they  arc  to  be  burnt ;  there  they 
are  cut  into  lengths  proportioned  to  the 
fize  of  the  kiln ;  and  the  trunk  and  large 
branches  are  divided  into  (mall  billets  of 
an  inch  or  turn  fquare. 

The  kilns  in  which  they  arc  burnt  are 
of  different  forms  and  fizes  in  different 
places ;  but  the  mod  ufual  form  is  that 
of  an  egg  placed  upon  its  great  end,  and 
the  fize  from  five  to  ten  feet  in  height, 
with  other  dimenfions  in  proportion  to 
the  height.  The  under  part  of  the  kiln 
is  always  made  of  hewen  done,  and  the 
very  bafe  ufually  confids  of  one  done 
hollowed  out  in  the  infide,  fo  as  to  re- 
femble  the  fliapc  of  the  under  part  of  the 
egg.  About  fix  inches  above  the  lowed 
part  of  it^  on  one  fide  is  made  a  hole 


flanting  downwards  a  little,  into  wliioh 
is  fitted  a  piece  of  an  old  gun-barrel,  or 
other  hollow  cylinder  of  iron;  ai^  a 
little  above  that  is  placed  an  iron  grate, 
I'hc  hewctl  dones  ufually  reach  about 
one  third  of  the  whole  height ;  andaboVc 
that  it  is* formed  of  brick  or  dones,  ce¬ 
mented  with  well  wrought  clay,  and 
clofcly  and  compactly  built. 

When  the  whole  is  ready,  and  the 
wood  cut,  it  is  put  into  the  kiln,  lanng 
one  dratum  of  the  billets  acrols  the 
grate,  and  another  acrofs  thefe,  and  lb 
on  to  the  top;  taking  care  to  arrange 
them  as  well  as  poifiblc,  fo  as  that  no  va¬ 
cancies  may  be  left.  When  it  is  fillq[l 
to  the  top,  a  few  billets  of  dry  wood  are 
put  upon  it  *  and  over  the  whole  is,  pla¬ 
ced  fome  Hat  dones  made  on  purpt>fe, 
which  join  clofe  together,  and  fupport 
one  another,  leaving  only  a  finiall  open¬ 
ing  at  the  lop,  of  five  or  fix  inches  dia¬ 
meter  :  it  is  then  lighted  at  the  top ;  and 
when  the  dry  wood  is  fiuEciently  kindled, 
a  flat  done  is  applied  to  the  opening,  fo 
as  to  damp  the  fire,  and  make  it  ^rn 
flowly ;  fiw  upon  this  aiticle,  in  a  great 
meafure,  depends  the  fuccefs  cf  the  de¬ 
ration:  the  workmen  by  habit  acquire 
in  time  a  great  degree  of  accuracy  in  this 
refped;  and  when  they  fee  it  burning 
too  quick,  they  cover  the  joinings  of  the 
dones  with  wet  earth,  which  they  take 
care  to  have  ready  at  hand ‘for  that  pui^- 
pofe,  and  in  this  manner  regulate  the  fire 
till  the  whole  of  the  tar  is  extn^ed ;  af¬ 
ter  which  they  cover  the  whole  quite 
clofe  up  till  the  fire  is  extinguilhcd;  anil 
when  It  is  cold  they  take  out  the  char¬ 
coal,  and  begin  the  fame  operation  ane^. 
During  the  courfc  of  the  foregoing  pio- 
cefs,  the  tar  (which  is  compofed  of  the 
refin  and  fap  of  the  tree,  melted  by  tbe 
heat  and  mixed  together)  is  forced,  to 
drop  down  from  the  pieces  of  wood  be¬ 
low*  the  fire,  and  falls  to  the  bottom ;  and, 
after  having  rifen  as  high  as  the  hole^.  it 
then  flows  out  of  the  tube  into  vcflels  pla¬ 
ced  without  the  kiln  to  receive  it :  from 
whence  it  is  taken,  and  put  into  barreib 
for  fale.  When  they  open  the  furn^, 
they  take  care  to  collet  all  the  foot 
which  is  found  dicking  to  the  flat  dones 
on  the  top,  as  well  as  on  the  inflde  of  the 
kiln,  and  put  it  into  fmall  barrels  for 
this  being  the  well  known  fubdance  cal¬ 
led  lamp-black,  . ,  ^

which  they  are  derived,  we  w'ould  na¬ 
turally  imagine  that  this  word  was  deriv¬ 
ed  from  the  adjci^ive  f<,njihie^  in  the 
fame  manner  as  is  done  in  almoft  every 
other  cafe.  Thus,  fiom  humane  comes 
humanity^  from  generous ^  getter ojity^ 
&c.  But  this  is  far  from  being  the  cafe 
here,  feeing  the  .word ye always  ex- 
prelVes  that  quality  which  is  nearly  fyno- 
iiymous  with  wife;  for  the  phrafe,  a  fen- 
Jihle  man,  is  in  every  ref|>eii  of  the  fame 
meaning  with  a  man  of  fenfe  or  judg¬ 
ment,  and  not  at  all  of  the  fame  import 
as  a  man  of fenftbility.  The  want  of  an 
adjeeiive  to  exprefs  this  delicate  feeling 
of  the  mind  is  furely  a  defeat  in  the  Eng- 
liih  language,  as  it  always  confines  us  to 
one  turn  of  phrafe  when  we  want  to  ex¬ 
prefs  this;  for  it  is  impofiible  to  vary  the 
phrafe,  a  man  of  fetiftbilily^  as  can  be 
eafily  done  in  almoft  every  other  inftance 
of  the  fame  kind ;  for  we  can  with  equal 
eafe  and  perfpicuity  lay,  he  is  a  humane 
man,  or  a  man  of  great  humanity^di  ge¬ 
nerous  mdaiyOTZTCvxu  oi  generqjity,  It 
is  to  be  regretted  that  the  proftitution  of 
the  term which  has  been  too 
often  of  late  employed  to  denote  an  in¬ 
ordinate  tendency  to  that  kind  of  pallion 
now  called  love,  has  debafed  the  term  fo 
much  as  to  bring  it  almoft  as  low  as  fen- 
fuality.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  good  au¬ 
thors  will  employ  this  term  in  a  proper 
manner,  and  not  abandon  it  to  the  flip¬ 
pant  and  filly  writers  of  novels,  as  we 
have  no  word  in  the  language  which  can 
in  any  degree  be  fubftituted  in  its  place; 

IX.  The  orthography  of  our  language 
is  fo  very  irregular  already,  that  we 
ought  careftilly  to  guard  againft  its  be¬ 
coming  more  fo.  I  am  led  to  make  this 
remark  by  having  obfcrved,  that  is  be¬ 
come  fafliionable  of  late  to  fpell  the  word 
linnen  with  one  n  in  the  middle  inftead 
of  two.  The  moft  unobferving  of  my 
readers  muft  know,  that  .the  letter  i  ad¬ 


mits  of  feveral  different  founds  in  the 
Englilh  language,  and  will  readily  per¬ 
ceive,  upon  the  flighteft  rccolledion,, 
that  it  generally  has  the  fan[>e  found,  as 
in  the  w'ord  jkin  in  all  monoiyibbles,  as 
in  the  words  fin^  thin,  ehin^  See,  exct-jit 
w-lien  they  end  w’ith  a  vowel,  as  \iifpike\ 
//‘//e,  &c.  It  likewife  has  the  fame  found) 
in  pollyfyllablcs  when  followed  by  two 
confonants,  but  efpecially  with  a  double 
w,  as  in  the  words  linnet^  fhinner^  dins 
nery  &c.  but  in  pollyfyllabtes,  when  it  it 
followed  by  a  (ingle  confon^nt,  it  aflumeS 
the  fame  found  as  in  the  Latin  word 
linnm  as  pronounced  by  the  Scots,  or  as 
the  double  e  in  the  word  hecy  as  is  ol>- 
fervable  in  the  words  fpinety  minutty 
fniracley  rnilefany  Sec,  which  are  pro^ 
noimced  as  if  they  were  (belt  fpeenety 
meenuety  meeracley  meelejiany  Sec,  and 
every  one  perceives  that  the  word  linnet , 
if  fpelt  with  a  fingle  ny  would  be  pro¬ 
nounced  leenet ;  and  for  the  fame  rea- 
fon  it  appears  to  me  obvious,that  linnen 
with  a  fingle  n  ought  to  be  pronounced 
as  if  it  had  been  fpelt  leeneny  according 
to  the  general  analogy  of  dur  language. 
But  w^e  all  know  that  the  i  in  this  w'ord 
bears  the  fame  found  as  in  linnet y  Jkin- 
•  nefy  See,  and  therefore  it  certainly ‘ought 
to  be  Ipelt  with  a  dooble  «,  linnen,

f  indion  of  hifioi  y  for  its  truth.  'Tromas 
(  arte,  an  Englijhptan,  in  his  hiltory, 
book  IV.  ^  43-  thus  gravely  wr  tclh  con- 
cci  ningthe  cure  of  what  is  called.  'The 
Evil.

married  wonun,  reduced  by  it  to  a  de¬ 
plorable  coudition,  by  Artvikiug  the 
place  afl'eded  with  bis  hand,  upon  which 
ihe  grew  fenfibly  belter,  and  the  humour 
clifperfed,  the  fear  off,  ami  in  a  week’s 
time  the  cure  was  perfected.  I’here  are 
no  accounts  of  the  four  kings  of  A  c  rman. 
Of  foreign  raOe,  e^*er  attempting  to  cure 
that  complaint :  but  that  Henn*  I],  both 
touched  thofe  afl'eded  w’ith  it,  and  cured 
them,  is  attefled  by  Petrus  Ulefenjls, 
who  had  Ixen  his  chaplain.

there  was  formerlv  a  veneration  paid  to 
this  faint  in  England,  It  wms  in  me¬ 
mory  of  him  that  a  room  in  the  palace  of 
JVejhninJrfr,  frequently  mentioned  in 
the  rolls  of  pai  liament  at  the  time  of  . its 
aO'embling,  was  called  the  chamber  of  St 
Marculf;  being  probably  the  place 
where  onr  kings  ufed  to  touch  for  the 
evil.

anointed  in  the  hands,  the  contrary  hath 
been  lincc  proved  by  a’oundant  experience. 

relates  ore  remarkable  inftance 
in  the  cure  of  a  Roman  catholic;  who 
being  put  into  prifm,  perhaps,  for  le- 
cufancy,  and  terribly  atfeifted  wntli  the 
king's  evil,  v;as,  .after  he  had  been  there 
for  a  tedious  time,  at  a  vaft  expcncc  to 
phyftcians  without  the  leafl  relief,  touch- 
eil  by  queen  Elizabeth,  and  peifed^y'?

OUR  prefent  advent urerh^cs,  made  fo

While  his  father  was  ambaflTador  at 
Conftantinoplc,  his  mother,  w’ho  accom¬ 
panied  her  hutband  upon  his  embafly, 
was  very  curious  in  inveftigating  the  le- 
crets  of  the  ieraglio;  and  it  was  pofitive- 
ly  aflerted  the  grand  lignior  became  e- 
qually  curious  in .  alcertaining  her  lex, 
which  terminated  in  proving  the  fruitful- 

nefs  of  lady  W— —  M - . 

Whether  Sif  W— - M -  had' 

any  doubts  conocming  our  hero’s  being 
his  real  itfue,  cannot  be  determined ;  but 
it  is  certain  he  appeared  to  have  very 
little  of  that  parental  feeling  for  him, 
w  hich  nature  almoft  conftantly  infpires. 
So  w'e  find,  that,  upon  W— 

M - ’s  being  guilty  of  fome  juvenile 

irregularities  incident  to  youth,  his  fa¬ 
ther  abandoned  him,  and  he  was  driven 
to  the  greateft  difliculties,  and  compelled 
to  fubmit  to  the  molt  menial  employ¬ 
ments  to  obtain  a  livelihood.  But  hit 
uncommon  genius  and  abilities  foon  ex¬ 
tricated  him  from  thefe  difliculties.  He 
applied  himfelf  to  the  ftudy  of  the  law, 
and  took  chambers  in  the  I'emplc. 

It  was  at  this  period  that  he  made  a 
conqueft  of  the  celebrated  Mil's  A——, 
who  has  lince  api)eaied  fo  very  coui^u* 
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o;is  upon  the  liori/on  of  gallantry;  and 
when  lie  gave  her  a  bond  for  three  thou- 
f.ind  pounds  upon  his  marriage  with  any 
other  vvoman,  at  a  time  that  he  could  as 
filijy  have  paid  off  the  national  debt  as 
have  raifed  three  hundred  fhillings. 

After  he  had  exliaufled  all  his  credit 
and  imagination,  in  fiipporting  the  apr 
])carance  of  a  gentleman,  without  the 
leall  alliftance  from  any  of  his  relations, 
he  found  if  necelfary  to  quit  the  purfuit 
of  the  law,  as  it  was  at  prefent  too  much 
in  purfuit  of  him.  But  what  chagrined 
Ihm  the  moft  was,  the  neceffity  he  was 

under  of  leaving  his  dear  Mifs  A - , 

whom  he  Hill  palHonately  admired,  as 
well  hir  her  peiibnal  as  her  mental  qua¬ 
lifications. 

lie  repaired  to  Paris,  and  renewed  his 
acquaintance  with  a  certain  member  of 

the  B/kiih  f - who  Ining  nearly  in 

the  ftme  litu  ition  as  W— y,  they  were 
obliged  to  have  reconrfe  to  the  fame 
pv'nns  fill-  fupplying  their  wants.  The 
blind  giHldefs  was  for  fome  time  propiti¬ 
ous  to  them  at  the  Pharaoh  table;  but 
*)ue  unlucky  vigil  fwept  away  all  their 
hopes  from  that  quarter.  An  EngliO^- 
inan  in  Paris,  without  money  or  credit, 
rn  iVci  a  very  riilieulous  apjvearance ;  and 
though  a  Frenchman  ih  London  confi- 
ilers  himfclf  as  thrown  into  Fortune’s 
lap,  if  he  can  hut  rc.ich  the  metropolis, 
without  a  fhiliing,  or.  even  a  pair  i>f 
lireeches,  as  he  knows  th."  follies  and  ca¬ 
prices  of  this  nation  will  foon  enable 
liJm  to  riot  iu  liixuiy,  a  Briton,  in  a  fimi- 
lar  fit  nation  in  the  capital  of  France, 
would  fiarve  upon  ajdanghill,  with  ten 
t'mes  t’lC  Frenchman’s  merit  and  abili¬ 
ties;  and  all  the  confolation  he  would 
receive  from  a  I^fiati  pttit  maitre^ 
might  conljft  of  c  eji  tin  pauvre  gueux 
d'  Anglr/ts  qui  meurt  de  falm  *.  We 
then  cannot  be  furprifed  that  our  hero, 
ivith  his  extraordinary  capacity  and 
knowledge  of  the  wor)a,  (hould,  by  his 
inoft  indiiftrious  endeavours,  prevent 
f'lch  a  fentence  being  pafled  upon  him, 
?nd  have  recourfe  to  thofe  arts  which  en¬ 
able  many  fine  gentlemen  to  ftrut  in  this 
capital  with  laced  cloatfis  and  fwords. 
In  a  word,  he  learnt  play  as  a  fcience^ 
and  became  a Joueur  it  profejfion. 

As  an  Englifhman,  a; id  a  man  of  fa- 
foion,  he  waa  admitted  into  the  beft  com¬ 
panies  ;  and,  as  play  is  a  confiant  concQ-

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mitant,  he  found  inceflant  opportunities 
of  exerting  his  (kill,  and  replenifhlng  hi$ 
podket.  As  a  man  of  taftc,  it  was  neceL 
far)'  that  he  (hould  have  an  alliance  \Vitl^ 
a  finger,  a  dancer,  or  ari  a<51ref3 ;  and  ac¬ 
cordingly  we  find  \V — y  verj’  happy,  an4 
much  envied  in  his  connedfion  with  ma- 
dame  Fdvarre,  Thus  rolled  his  hour^ 
agreeably  away,  till  the  unlucky  adven¬ 
ture  between  him  and  Pat  ha  the  Jew, 
who  was  then  at  Paris  with  Nelly  Rofs, 
According  to  this  fon  of  Levi’s  attefia- 

tion,  Mr  W - -  M — ; - and.  Mr 

T - invited  him  to  their  apartments 

to  fupper;  and.play  after  enfuing,he  won 
a  confiderable  fum  of  them ;  but  the  next 
night  they  fupped  with  him,  and  found 
means  to  ft  rip  liim  of  a  much  greater 
fum,  which  he  went  fo  far  as  to  fwear 
they  took  out  of  a  ftrong  Iwx  in  the  room. 
The  event  was,  that  the  twoEnglifhmcn 
were  fent  to  prifon,  and  confined  fomc 
time;  iTut,  by  the  intcrpofition  of  lord 
AMvcm:»i1e,  the  FngUfti  ambaflador,  they 
obtained  their  liberty. 

This  aft’air  made  fo  much  noife,  and 
by  many  was  conftrued  fo  greatly  to  the 
difadvantage  of  the  Chriftian  Englilhmen, 
that  they  judged  it  prudent  to  retire  from 

Paris.  Mr  M - —  travelled  througli 

feveral  parts  of  Europe,  and  vifited  Con- 
(iantinople,  where  he  -feraained  fome 
time,  from  a  fecret,  perhaps  a  natural  at¬ 
tachment  he  entertained  for  the  Otto¬ 
mans,  their  cuftoms  and  manners.  An 
intrigue  which  he  had  with  a  bafliaw's 
favourite  fultana,  had  very  nearly  coil 
hint  his  life,  lie  had  found  means  to 
brilie  one  of  her  bkick  eunuchs  to  intro¬ 
duce  him  in  female  apparel,  and  his  vifits 
were  conftanl  at  thofe  hours  the  bafhaw 
was  differently  engaged.  Another  of 
the  black  eunuchs,  who  did  not  ftiarc  the 
fpoil6,had  fome  fufpicions  concerning  oUr 
hero’s  fex,  and  intimating  them  to  liis 
jnaftcr,  .it  was  refolv'ed  to  examine  the 
fuppofed  female  vifiter  the  next  time  (he 
appeared.  "Luckily  for  W— y,  he  w'a^ 
feized  with  a  violent  fever,  and  could  not 
attend  his  miftrefs  according  to  appoint¬ 
ment.  His  trulty  Mercury  acquainted 
him  w'ith  his  danger,  and  he  immediate¬ 
ly  quitted  Conftantinople,  without  l>eing 
reduced  to  the  condition  of  an  ^bdard, 
with  w  hich  he  w'as  threatened.

1  his  l.nv  is  foimded  in  ap¬ 
parent  utility;  nevertUclefs  it  is  contraiy 
to  the  nature  of  tilings,  to  make  the  bare 
poiVetlion  of  the  means  of  mifehief  equal- 
iy  pcn.al  with  the  moll  criminal  ufe  of* 
thoK  means,  i  have  betore  obferved, 
that  h  is  high  trcalbn  by  the  l.m*  of  Eng¬ 
land  to  have  ptTllellion  of  any  iiiftriiment, 
or  otiier  tool,  not  of  common  ufe  in  any 
trade,  but  proper  only  foi  coining.  ' 

i'icta  mentions  an  antient  Englilh  law,* 
which  commanded  every  perlou  contrac¬ 
ting  inariiage  with  a  Jew  to  be  burnt  a-' 
live.  I’he  blood  of  a  Chriftian  family 
\\~as  fuppofed  to  Ite  c'ontamiTiated,  per- 
b.ijis,  by  luch  a  contract ;  but  it  wc;uld  *  l 
K*  diflicull  to  piove,  that  any  hiiidaii  tri- 
bimal  had  a  right  to  infill  fuch  an  ex¬ 
piation. 

A  liw  of  the  Vitigoths  compelled  the 
Jews  to  eat  every  thing  cirdfed  with 
piirk,  but  would  not  permit  tliem  to  tafte 
tne  pork  illelf.  In  this  we  trace  all  the 
w.mion  cruelty  of  defpi'tic  enthuliafm.

pitmaey,aud  without  fubilTibingtUtuc- 
ciar  iti on  againll  PojHfry. 

All  perfuns  ihall  be  guilty  of  felony, 
who  Ih  ill  u<ft:Juhte  armed,  to  the  num’oer 

three,  fur  the  purpol'cs  of  imiigglmg; 
or  who  lhall  Icrve  a  foreign  ftate  w  ithout 
(iking  the  oath  of  allegiance;  or  W'ho 
til. ill  bring  into  the  .’e.ilm  (tally-half- 
p,  nee ;  or  who  llull  tranfport  wool  out 
of  luigiand;  or  who,  being  w'atcnnen, 
lltail  t  ike  a  greater  number  of  paiVengeis 
tnan  are  allowed,  if  an^  ha  dra^vned. 

It  is  felony,  without  benelit  of  clergy, 
to  remain  one  month  in  the  realm,  being 
a  1  Egyptian;  or  to  be  found  in  tlie  fel- 
hnv'hipof  Egyptians;  and  Sir  M.  Hale 
t  ikes  notice,  that  thirteen  perfons  were 
r  xeeuttxl  for  this  ottenee  in  one  alli/.e  at 
llnry.  It  is  e*]iialiy  capital,  if  any  per- 
lon  lhall  wilfully  break  any  tiKils  ufeti  in 
the  \vi»olen  manufacture,  not  having tl*e 
eonfent  of  the  owner;  or  lhall  mHlicioiif- 
ly  cut  in  pieces,  or  deftroy  any  manufac- 
tiiic  of  linen  cloth  or  yarn,  either  w’hen 
expo  fed  to  Weach  or  dry;  or  flrill  wan¬ 
der,  being  a  mariner,  without  the  telfi- 
iiuMiial  of  juftiees,  or  lhall  unknowingly 
receive,  relieve,  or  niaintaiii  prieftsor  Je- 
fnits;  or  lhall,  during  the  tenn  of  tranf- 
pintation  to  the  Hritilh  colonies,  volunta¬ 
rily  go  into  any  part  of  the  French  or 
Snaniih  dominions ;  or  lhall  be  found  in 
t'ifguirc  in  the  act  of  paiiing  with  prohi¬ 
bited  or  uncuftomed  goixls;  or  lhall  for¬ 
cibly  hinder,  obftrud,  aliault,  oppofe,  or 
relift,  any  of  the  olficers  of  the  ciiftoms 
or  excife,  in  the  iei£,ure  of  any  fach 
goods. 

It  would  be  eafy  to  colled  confiderablc 
additions  to  this  dilmal  catalogue ;  but 
the  inftances  already  given  form  a  fulli- 
cient  foundation  for  the  folUiwing  re¬ 
mark. 

.  Pofitivc  laws  are  thofc  which  do  not 
flow  from  the  general  obligations  of  mo¬ 
rality,  and  the  general  condition  of  hu¬ 
man  nature,  but  have  their  reafon  and  u- 
tiiity,  in  reference  to  the  temporary  ad¬ 
vantage  of  that  particular  community  for 
rvhich  they  are  enacted.  Every  law, 
therefore,  which  comes  under  this  de- 
fjription,  ought  to  have  a  limited  dura¬ 
tion,  and  fhould  not  be  fulfered  to  re¬ 
main  a  burden  up«>n  the  people,  when 
the  grievance,  for  w^hich  it  w’as  framed, 
hath  ceafed,  and  is  forgotten.

Whcil 
I  fay,  *•  I  projXife*  to  go  to  this  or  that 
plae'e,"  I  do  iict  mean  cxadtly,  that  “  I 
purjAife  it — anti  there  is  in  this  fubfti- 
t'dion  an  iudance  of  a  delicate  and  nice 
pr()|)rielyi  wliich  it  is  the  glory  of  a  lan¬ 
guage  to  preferve*.  One  does  not  foini 
a  purpofe  to  do  any  thing  that  he  knows 
is  either  altogether,  or  in  a  great  ineafuie 
out  of  his  power;  or  which  he  is  feulible 
may  be  rendered  fo  by  ceilain  inifeeii 
contingencies ;  he  can  only  chcrilh  in  his 
nfmd  the*  idea  of  a  future  puri>ofe,  at  a 
perit>d  when  cifcumftanccs  lhall  concur 
to  admit  its  efed.  His  miinb  therefore, 
amidd  fo  mut'h  doubt  and  uncei  taint)’, 
only  propufes  to  itfelf  tlie  t  vent,  not  da¬ 
ring  to  refeilve  into  an  abfcliite  purpofe* 
until  it  lhall  have  found,  jolni  d  to  its  vo¬ 
lition,  the  power  of  accomplhhing  and 
executing.  Now,  as  all  future  events 
depend  on  nuniberlcfs  contingencies,  hij 
in  tie  darkfonie*  labvTinth  of  futurity;  I 
fay  there  is  a  remarkable  delicacy  ami  re- 
fmenient  in  the  election  of  the  word  pro<» 
poje^  which  1  think  may  Ik.*  juftly  coiifi- 
dercvl  as  cUptical  in  its  tenfe,  and  refer¬ 
ring  to  that  infcrutable  cleftiny,  w  hofe  re** 
fiitlefs  operation  has  damped  the  charac-  \ 
ter  of  doubtfulnefs  and  infccurity  on  evt-i* 
ry  fublunary  thing. — If,  theicforc,  the 
expreihon  to  which  onr  countrymah  ob¬

Bath  is  fo  much  altered,  that  I  can 
fc.irce  believe  it  is  the  fame  place  that 
1  trequented  about  thirty  years  ago.  Me- 
thinks  I  hear  you  fay,  “  Altered  it  is. 
Without  doubt;  but  then  it  is  altered  for 
the  better;  a  trutli  which)  perhaps,' you 
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wouKl  own  without  hcfitatior*  if  you 
was  not  altered  for  the  worl'c.’* 
'I  hc  rellcdion  may,  for  aught  I  know  ,  be 
jull.  'I'he  iiicoiiVtuieiuicft  which  I  over- 
iov)ktd  in  the  high-day  of  health,  will 
n.itur.dl)  itnke  with  exaggerated  iiupref- 
fu>n  on  the  irritable  ncr\ds  of  an  invalid, 
forprifed  by  |Meniatiire  old  age,  and  Ihat- 
leied  wath  long-ful’ei  ing — But,  1  believe, 
you  will  not  deny,  that  ihis  place,  whicli 
luitiire  aiid  providence  feemed  to  have 
iniendetl  as  a  refource  fiom  difieinptr 
and  difquict,  is  become  the  very  center 
of  lachei  and  dilbpatiou.  Inftcad  of  that 
peace,  tranquility  and  eafe,  fo  neeelfary 
to  thole  wiio  labour  under  bad  health, 
weak  lurves,  and  iiTCgiilar  fpiiitsj  here 
we  have  nothing  but  uoile,  tuinuit,  and 
hurry;  with  the  fatigue  and  flavery  of 
maintaining  a  ceremonial,  more  ftiff,  for¬ 
ma!,  and  opprefbve,  than  the  etiquette  of 
a  German  elector.  A  national  liofpilal  it 
may  be;  but  one  would  imagine,  that 
mine  but  lunatics  are  admitted ;  and 
Ij  uly,  I  will  give  you  leave  to  call  me  fo, 
ii  I  Itay  much  longer  at  Bath. — ^But  I 
Ihall  take  another  opportunity  to  explain 
my  fentiments  at  greater  length  on  this 
fubjedt — I  was  impatient  to  fee  the  boafl- 
td  improvements  in  architecture,  for 
w  hich  tlie  upper  parts  of  the  town  have 
been  fo  much  celebrated,  ^ind  t’other  day 
]  made  a  circuit  of  all  the  new  buildings. 
'J'he  f(iuare,  though  irregular,  is,  on  the 
w  hok,  pretty  well  laid  out,  fpacious,  o- 
pen,  and  airy ;  and,  in  my  opinion,  by 
far  the  molt  wholefome  and  agreeable 
lit  nation  in  Bath,  efpecially  the  upper  fide 
of  it;  but  the  avenues  to  it  are  mean, 
di  rty ,  dangerous,  and  indirect.  Its  com- 
munication  with  the  baths,  is  through 
the  yard  of  an  inii,  where  the  poor  trem¬ 
bling  valetudinarian  is  carried  in  a  chair, 
betwixt  the  heels  of  a  double  row  of 
horfes,  wincing  under  the  curry-combs 
of  grooms  and  pollilions,  over  and  above 
the  ha/ard  of  being  obftruCted,  or  over¬ 
turned  by  the  carriages,  which  are  conti¬ 
nually  making  their  exit  or  their  entrance. 
— I  fuppofe,  after  fome  chairmen  fliall 
have  been  maimed,  and  a  few  lives  loft 
by  thofe  acculents*  the  corporation  will 
think,  in  earneft,  alxmt  providing  a  more 
fafe  and  commodious  paftage.  The  cir¬ 
cus  is  a  pretty  bauble,  contrived  fdr  Ihcwq 
and  looks  like  Vefpafian’s  amphitheatre 
turned  outfidc  in.  If  we  confider  it  in 
point  of  magnificence,  the  great  number 
of  fmall  doors  belonging  to  the  fcparat'e 
houfes,  the  inconfidcrable  height  of  the 


dllfcreiit  orders,  the  alTeClcd  ornament  a 
of  the  aivrhiti  ive,  which  are  bothchiklilii 
and  mirplaced,  and  the  areas  pmjeCtirg 
into  the  ftreet,  furruUnded  with  lion  rail; , 
deftroy  a  good  part  of  its  efted  upon  tl  c  * 
e)e;  and,  perhaps,  we  ftiall  find  itflill 
mure  defective,  if  we  view^  it  in  the  ligl  t 
of  convenience.  l‘he  figure  of  c«ich  le- 
paratc  dw  elling-houfe,  being  the  fegment 
of  a  circle,  muft  fptiil  the  fymmttry  of 
the  rooms,  by  contracting  them  towarils 
the  ftreet  window's,  and  leaving  a  larger 
fweep  in  the  fpace  behind.  If,  inftead  of 
the  areas  and  iron  rails,  which  fttm  to  l^e 
of  vtiy  little  ufe,  there  had  been  a  coiri- 
dore  with  arcades  all  round,  as  in  Cv> 
vent-garden,  the  appeal  ance  of  the  w  hole 
W'ouki  have  been  more  magnificent  and 
ftriking ;  thofe  aivadts  would  have  afibrd* 
cd  an  agieeable  coveied  w'alk,  and  Ihel- 
tered  the  poor  chairmen  and  their  car- 
riagCo  from  the  lain,  w  hich  is  here  almoft 
perpetual.  At  prefent,  the  chairs  ftand 
iudkingin  the  open  ftreet,  from  moirang 
to  niglit,  till  they  become  fo  many  boxes 
of  w  ct  leather,  for  the  benefit  of  the 
gouty  and  rheumatic,  who  aie  tranfpoit- 
td  in  them  from  place  to  place.  Indeed 
this  is  a  (hocking  incoinehhpnce  that  ex¬ 
tends  over  the  whole  city;  and;  I  am 
perfuaded,  it  products  infinite  miichief 
to  the  delicate  and  infirm ;  even  the  dole 
chairs,  contrived  for  the  lick,  by  ftanding 
in  the  open  air,  have  their  fVize  linings 
impregnated,  like  fo  many  fpunges,  with 
the  moifturc  of  the  atmofphcre,  and  thofe 
cafes  of  cold  vapour  muft  give  a  charming 
check  to  the  per^iiration  of  a  patient, 
piping  hot  from  Uic  Bath,  witli  all  his 
pores  wide  open. 

But  to  return  to  the  circus ;  it  is  in¬ 
convenient  from  its  fituation,  at  fo  great 
a  diftance  from  all  the  markets,  baths, 
and  places  of  public  entertainment.  The 
only  entrance  to  it,  through  Gay-ftrcct, 
is  fo  difficult,  fteep,  and  flippery,  that, 
in  wet  weather,  it  muft  be  exceedingly 
dangerous^  both  for  thofe  that  ride  in 
carriages,  and  thofe  that  walk 
and  when  the  ftreet  is  covered  with  fnow, 
as  it  was  for  fifteen  days  this  very  winter, 
I  don’t  fee  how  any  individual  could  go 
either  up  or  down,  without  the  moft  im¬ 
minent  hazard  of  broken  bones.  In  blow¬ 
ing  weather,  I  ‘am  told^  moft  of  the 
houfes  in  this  hill  are  fmothered  with 
fmokr,  forced  dowm  the  chhnnies  by  the 
gufts  of  wind  reverberated  from  the  hill 
belund,  which  (I  apprehend  Ukewife)' 
xnuft  render  the  atmc^hcre  here  more 
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])umiJ  ;i!id  inwho'cfome  thin  it  is  in  th” 
Kjii.irc  below;  for  the  cloudc,  formed  hr/ 
thcconlt.int  cvapotMtioi:  from  the  b^ths 
;mvl  river  in  the  l>ottt»ni,  wi)!,  in  their 
ifeent  this  way,  be  Hril  altrirlcd  and  dc- 
t  linul  l)\  tiic  hill  that  ri.es  dole  behind 
t.ieCireus,  and  load  the  air  with  a  perpe¬ 
tual  lueceMHon  of  vapours:  th’S  point, 
however,  may  be  ealily  aleeitaine«l  by 
Means  of  an  hvkfroineter,  or  a  paper  of 
1  lit  of  ta:  t.ir  cKpofed  to  the  adion  oftne 
;unu»l'pluae.  Tiie  fnne  artill  who  plan¬ 
ned  the  Cin  u  ',  has  likewife  projccteil  a 
C'rellviit ;  w  In  n  that,  ii  finilhed,  we  lhall 
j'.'ohal'ly  li.ive  afr  ir;  and  thole  w  ho  arc 
ii ;in/ tliirty  lieiKc,  miy,  p.rlnps, 
h  e  all  tht  h^Ms  of'tht:  le  exlnbited  m 

atehitectare  at  ILitli.  Tncfc,  however 
I  inlaflic  il,  are  Hill  dcfigns  tliat  denote 
liime  ingenuitv  and  knowlciUe  in  the 
A  chiloet ;  but  the  race  ot  building  h  is 
l.iid  holdon  fich  i  nmn->er  of  iJ*rntiir- 
<*rs,thal  one  fees  new'  houles  ftarting  up 
in  every  out-K  I  and  every  cor  ner  of  B  ith; 
<<*iPrive<l  without  lodgment,  orcuted 
witliout  Iblidtly,  and  iinek  together  with 
fo  little  regard  to  plan  and  propriety, 
that  the  ditferent  lines  of  the  new  rows 
aiul  buildings  interfere  wnth,  and  intcr- 
one  another  in  every'  different  angle 
orconjHndlion.  They  look  like  the  wr  eck 
offtreet'*  and  fi^uaies  disjointed  by  an 
«ai1hquaVc,  which  hath  broken  the 
prv)und  into  a  vanety  of  holes  and  hil- 
loi'Ks;  or,  as  if  Tome  Gothic  devil  had 
f  uffed  th(  m  altorether  in  a  hag,  and  left 
Ihetii  to  Hand  higgledy  piggledy,  jiil^  as 
cl  ance  directed,  \^’hat  foi  t  of  a  monffer 
Hith  will  l>eonme  in  a  few  years,  w'ith 
thofe  glowing  eACtefeenees,  may  he  eafily 
c\ nicer ved  :  hut  the  want  of  beauty  and 
pr  rportuin  is  not  the  wor-ft  eft'ed  of  thefe 
new  m.anfions;  they  .are  built  fo  flight, 
nith  the  foft  crumbling  Hone  found  in 
this  ncighhourhiHHb  tliat  I  fhoulu  never 
Tlecp  ijuietly  in  one  of  iheni,  when  it 
Mowed  (as  the  faflors  fiy)  a  cap-full  of 

V  md ;  .and  I  ana  jvrfuaded,  that  my  hind, 
K*>ger  William**,  or  any  man  of  equal 
f.rcngth,  would  he  able  to  puflr  his  fiK)t 
t  *  ’•ough  the  ftrongtff  part  of  their  walls, 

V  ithoiit  any  gre.it  exerti'm  of  his  mufcles. 
All  the ie  abfurditics  arilefrnm  the  general 
t'de  of  luxury,  w  hlch  ha^h  os'crfpre.id  the 
I  idon,  .ind  fvvept  away  .ill,  ever  the  very 
rregs  of  the  people.  Every'  upftart  of 
f'Ttime,  harneiTed  in  the  trappin^^?  of  the 
node,  prefents  himfelf  at  B.ith,  as  in  the 
'•n-y  focus  of  obfcrvition.— -Clerks  and 

from  the  Ejfl-Indito.l^xaded  willi 
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thefp'jil  of  plundered  pr.ivinces;  planters, 
negro- drivers,  and  hucklfers  from  our 
American  'pl.iutitioiivS  enriched  they 
know  ni-t  how ;  agents,  commifi'aries, 
and  eo!!rri:^tor?,  who  have  fattened,  in 
two  fucc^fli  .  c  wars,  oh  the  blootl  of  the 
n  ition;  unne^if ,  bro!:er.«,  and  jobbers  of 
c\eryki;id;  men  of  low'  birth,  and  no 
breeding,  base  found  themfclvcs  fudden- 
ly  tran(Ute<l  int«)  a  Rate  oi  atflueiicc,  un¬ 
known  to  former  .ages;  and  no  wonder 
th.it  their  biams  Ihould  be  intoxicated 
w’lth  prub-,  vanity,  and  prerumptioii. 
Knowing  no  other  criterion  of  greatnei's 
but  the  (iflentat'oii.of  w’calth,  they  dif- 
ciiarge  their  affluence  w'ithoul  lalle  or 
coiidii/t,  through  every  channel  of  the 
inofl  abfurd  extravagance;  ai.d  all  of  them 
luu  ry  to  Hath,  becanfe  l‘ere,  without  any 
further  qii.alitication,  they  can  mingle 
with  the  pi  inees  aiid  nvibles  of  the  land. 
)lven  the  wives  and  diughlei's  of  low 
tradermen,  w  ho,  like  lliovel-nol'ed  Iharks, 
prey  upon  tht  bhrlrlx-r  of  thofe  uncouth 
V  hales  of  forlune,  are  infcc^ted  with  the 
fame  rage  of  tlirphiving  their  importance ; 
and  the  flighteft  ii'diiptihtion  lervts  them 
for  a  pretext  to  inlift  upon  being  convey¬ 
ed  to  Bath,  where  they  may  hobble  coun¬ 
try  dances  and  cotil'ous,  will)  hquires, 
counfellors,  and  cieigy.  Thefe  delicate 
creatures  from  Bedfordbury,  Crutched- 
Friars,  and  Botoiph  f  ine,  c.-mnot  breathe 
in  the  grots  air  of  the  Lower  Town,  or 
conform  to  the  viilg.ar  rules  of  a  common 
lodging-houfc;  the  hulband,  therefore, 
muft  provide  an  intlre  houfe,  or  elegant 
apartments  in  the  new  buildings.  Such 
is  the  compohtion  of  what  is  called  the 
filhionablc  company  at  Ritli;  where  a 
very'  inconlidcrablc  pro|X)ition  of  genteel 
people  are  loft  in  a  mob  of  impudent  ple¬ 
beians,  who  have  neither  underftanding 
nor  judgment,  nor  the  le.alt  idea  of  pro¬ 
priety  and  decorum;  and  fee m  to  enjoy 
nothing  fo  much  as  an  opportunity  of 
infultiug  their  betters. 

Thus  the  number  of  people,  aiKl  the 
rnml>er  of  houfes  continue  to  iuci'cafe; 
and  this  will  ever  be  the  c.ife,  till  the 
ftream.s  that  fwell  this  irrtfiftible  torrent 
of  folly  and  extravagance,  lhall  either  be 
exhaufted,  or  turned  into  other  channels, 
by  incidents  end  events  which  1  do  not 
pretend  to  foiefee.  This,  I  own,  is  afiib- 
jcct  on  which  I  c.innot  write  w’ith  any 
degree  of  patience ;  fi  r  the  mob  is  a  mon- 
ftcr  1  never  could  al>ide, either  in  his  head, 
t.dl,  midriff,  or  members;  I  deleft  the 
V  hole  of  It,  as  a  mals  of  ignorance,  pre- 
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fiimption,  malice,  and  brutality;  and,  in 
this  term  of  reprobation,  1  include,  with¬ 
out  iri'pedt  of  rank,  ttation,  or  quality, 
.ill  thole  of  both  fexes,  who  aftced  iU 
manners,  and  court  its  focicty.

— Poor  Dingley 
f  t{K) !— I  protdt  I  hardly  know  which  t)f 
thc!n  we  ought  molt  to  lament:— The 
unhappy  man,  who  links  under  the  fenfe 
<^f  his  difliononr,  or  him  who  furvives  it. 
C’liaratftcrs  fo  hnilhed,  are  placed  Ixyond 
the  reach  of  panegyric.  Death  has  lixeil 
his  leal  upon  Dingiey,  and  yoii,iny  lord, 
have  lei  M)nr  mark  up*.Hi  the  other. 

The  only  letter  I  ever  addrefled  to  the 
king  was  fo  unkliully  re<'eive<l,  that  j  be¬ 
lieve  I  liinll  never  piefunie  to  trouble  his 
majelly,  in  that  way,  again.  But  my  /cal 
for  his  ferviee  is  l'ujK*»'ior  to  negled,  ;«id 
like  Mr  Wilkes’s  patriotilin,  thrives  by 
peiiei'ntio!).  Yet  his’inajelty  is  much 
addided  to  ulefu!  reading,  and,  if  1  am 
not  ill-infonne<l,  lias  honoured  the  Puh~ 
lie  .'I liver  lifer  with  particular  attention. 
1  liave  eiulcavonred  tiierefore,  and  not 
withoiit  fuct  efs,  (as  jKrhaps  you  may  re¬ 
in*  tnber)  to  fiirnilli  it  w  ith  fuch  intereH- 
ing  and  edifying  intelligence,  as  probably 
would  not  reaeh  him  through  any  other 
eh.miul.  The  fervices  you  have  done  the 
nation, —your  integrity  in  office,  and 
lignal  lidelity  to  your  approved  gCMxl 
inafter,  have  bten  Liithfully  reeordeiL 
K«>r  h.tvc  his  own  viitueshccn  intirely 
neglected.  I'hefe  lelters,  my  loi*d,  are 
lead  in  other  countries  and  in  other 
laT.guages ;  and  I  think  I  may  affn-m  with¬ 
out  vanity,  that  the  gracious  charader  of 
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the  beft  of  princes  is  by  this  time  not 
only  perfectly  know'ii  to  his  fubjei^s,  but 
tolerably  well  underltood  by  the  rell  of 
Europe.

both  repugnant  to  reafon,  and  injurioun 
to  the  real  happinefs  of  the  kingdom.— 
Sujicrficial  iiujuirers  into  the  nature  of 
public  tranlaCtions,  Mr  Prefidcnt,  ;nay 
l>e  deluded  by  a  logic  of  this  kind ;  yet  it 
will  have  very  little  weight  with  thofe 
who  have  made  a  clofe  examination  into 
fa<ds.— — The  b»ilk  of  the  peopIe,-Sir,  is- 
not  to  be  edimated  by  the  extent  of 
miles,  or  the  multipliaition  of  counties.

Or  have  our  gra- 
ciotis  rulers  pratdifed  no  arts  to  keepf 
their  uneafincis  from  the  car  of  their  fo-- 
vereign  ?  W<^  may  labour  to  dt^^tve  our- 
lelvcs,  Mr  ^cfident,  but  our  labours  to 
deceive  the  jnibHc  wmII  be  ineffedhial. 
The  minider  will  not  meet  that  cemplai-* 
fance  without  doors,  which  he  is  fo  cer¬ 
tain  of  mc<?tihg  within ;  the  very  motion 
before  the  houfe  is  a  proof  of  our  being" 
generally  abhorred.  7*hc  magidrates  of 
London  would  not  dare  t*;  rclid.our  re- 
Iblutions,  if  thchation  was  not  evidently 
wanned  with  their  fentiments,  and' 
thoroughly  perfuaded,  that  tlie  cxidence* 
of  their  freedom  depends  upon  a  deter¬ 
mined,  oppofition  to  the  unwarrantable 
cxcrcife  of  our  authority.  Perhaps,  Sir, 
it  may  be  faid,  our  privileges  are  the  pri¬ 
vileges  of  thofe  we  reprefcnt  *  and  that 
the  political  iftlportance  of  ^e  eledor 
mud  be  diminifhed,  if  the  importance  of 
the  elcdcd  undergoes  the  fmalled  dimi¬ 
nution  .  Let  me  again  exhort  gentlemen 
not  to  ‘deceive  thcmfclvcs — Whenever 
the  intereft  of  the  reprefentative  and  the  ’ 
reprefented  are  one^  their  views  muft  be 
one  alfo.

Warfan\.\  June  T  2*  Wc  arc  inform-  j 
cd,  that  the  commandant  of  Canna  hath 
preveiitetl  the  etfed  of  a  general  confe- 
dcnicy  in  Sainogitia.  A  trcxip  of  120 
men,  commanded  by  Kbwalewlki,  hath 
committed  great  excefl'es  there.  They 
have  carried  oflf  from  the  royal  treafury 
at  Jneberg  11,000  florins,  and  have  treat¬ 
ed  the  Jews  very  ill.  The  commandant 
fent  two  dctachir  .  nts  in  purfuit  of  them,  ^ 

w  ho  came  up  with  them  in  a  village  near 
Rolienne,  and,  after  an  obftinate  battle, 
the  confederates  fled,  having  loft  53  men 
and  two  oflfcers,  befides  ao  taken  pri- 
foners.  I'he  Ruffians  took  alfo  three 
w'aggotis  filled  with  arms,  80  horfes,  and 
fome  thoufands  of  /lorins  in  fpecie.  The 
reft  of  the  ermfederates  are  difpeffed. 
The  Ruflian s  had  only  one  man  killed, 
and  three  wounded.” 

Mittau^  June  1 7.  We  begin  to  feel 
here  the  like  troubles  with  Poland  and 
Lithuania.

All 
the  tolracco  at  Weilham,  about  40Q 
hoglheads,  with  the  wace-houfes,  are 
gone ;  and  all  in  SUx'khoes  was  floating 
about,  and  a  great  part  of  it  dowm  the 
river.  In  Ihort,  it  is  ftiid  there  are  about 
4000  hoglheads  loft*  and  deftroyed. — -- 
Confiderable  damage  is  alfo  done  at  War¬ 
wick.  In  one  ftore  they  fivcdthe  great-^ 
eft  part  of  the  goods  ft  om  the  roof,  by  a 
velTel  carried'  along-fide  on  purpofe. 
From  this  circumftance  you  will  be  able* 
to  judge  the  height  of  it.— I  do  not  hear 
ofanytobiicco  being  loft  at  Rocky-ridge, 
but  a  fine  crop  of  wheat  is  fwept  off  coU 
Byrd’s  low  grounds,  and  deftroyed,  and 
the  ground  covered  iritirely  with  a  thick 
bank  of  fand.

ENGLAND. 

London,  July  6.  ■  -^to  13. 

A  letter  from  Conftantinople,  d^ted 
May  17th,  fays,  “A  fire  broke  out  here 
on  the  6th,  but  the  incendiary  was  dif- 
coverevl,  and  Itrangled  on  the  Ipot.  Per- 
funs  of  the  firlt  rank  are  not  now  fecure 
from  iufult.  'Phe  Caimacan  was  attack¬ 
ed  a  few  days  ago  by  fome  foldiers,  who 
refiifed  to  rcleafe  him  till  he  had  given 
them  a  purfe  of  fequins.  The  liiilors  are 
all  ordered  to  repair  on  board  their  (hips ; 
and  the  military  gentry  are  now  forbid, 
by  fpccialcomm;md  of  the  Sultan,  to  ap¬ 
pear  in  the  ftrect  with  arms,  on  pain  of 
being  cut  to  pieces  on  the  fpot  by  the 
guard.  The  Chrifiians  are  likeways  not 
only  permitted  to  defend  thcmfelves,  but 
to  kill  thofe  who  may  attack  them. 
Thefe  meafurcs  of  the  government,  it  is 
hoped,  will  have  a  better  effect  than  any 
before  them.  Thirty  of  the  ring-leaders 
of  fome  late  outrages  were  yefterday  put 
to  death  by  the  bow-ftring.’ 

The  land  forces  of  Turkey,  according 
to  advices  from  thofe  who  pretend  to  be 
w’ell- informed,  are  actually  reduced  to 
30,000  infantry  and  40,000  cavalry,  ex- 
clpfive  of  the  garrifbns  of  Belgrade, 
Widdin,  Nicopolis,  and  Siliftria.

He  was  immediate¬ 
ly  taken  proper  care  of,  put  to  bed,  and 
continued  to  ftart  in  his  Ocep  for  feveral 
niglits,  but  is  now  lb  well  recovered  as 
to  l>e  able  to  follow  his  ufual  recreations

think,  might  have  been  fo  many  caules ' 
of  death,  have  been  his  prefervation,  by' 
preventing  his  body  from  falling  with 
that  force  from  fo  great  a  height,  as  muft  ' 
have  daihed  him  to  pieces,  as  the  rock  is 
about  forty  fathoms  high  where  he  tum¬ 
bled  over.
